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McKINLEY ? 


As we go to press, June 11, the Protectionist Chief- 
tain seems likely to be nominated on the first ballot at 
St. Louis. June 17. The WEEKLY, under date of . 
30, 1896, was first among American journals to name 
the Ohio man as “the first name that occurs when the 
old and the new are discussed’’—when the prosperity of 
1892 is contrasted with the struggle for national credit 
and against the rule of low prices that has characterized 
the last four years. If McKinley is nominated we shall 
take pleasure in seeing him elected, not as the candidate 
of an impossible gold standard and a protective tariff, 
but as the representative of the ‘‘old days’? when 
bimetallism and a protective tariff ran along smoothly 
together as essential parts of the American System. 

Is there danger of a McKinley defeat at St. Louis? It 
may be over-apprehensiveness on our part; but at this 
writing there are a few rather curious incidents in the 
situation. The dispatches stated that Joseph H. Manley 
gave up the Reed fight at St. Louis June 10; on the same 
day the New York Herald correspondent at Washington 
questioned the Speaker and he pronounced the report 
from St. Louis about Manley a lie. Then again there is 
always the possibility that a candidate so long against 
the field as McKinley has been may be eventually 
defeated by some hook or crook. There is probably 
nothing substantial in these apprehensions, but the con- 
vention of 1880, and Garfield the dark horse, are before 
our mind’s eye. We are absolutely safe, therefore, in 
saying that McKinley is the candidate, unless 





THE MONASTERY OF MEGA SPILEON. 

The great Monastery of Mega Spileon, in the Pelo- 
ponnesus, is one of the most remarkable monastic 
structures in Greece, and, indeed, in Europe. It stands 
at an elevation of about twelve or fifteen hundred feet 
above sea-level, and’ dates from the fourth century. 





THE MONASTERY OF MEGA SPILEON 


The monastery was founded by Simeon and Theodoros 
of Salonika in an immense cavern in the mountain side, 
where, according to tradition, the Holy Shepherdess 
Euphrosyne found an image of the Virgin and Child, of 
which the Apostle Luke in a vision revealed his author- 
ship. The church is still within the cave, its roof being 
the natural rock, whence are suspended a score or more 
of silver lamps. Others are burning before icons of 
saints of the earliest Byzantine school, furnished with 
great silver and copper halos. The Palladium of the 
Monastery is, of course, the holy image by the hand of 
the Apostle Luke. It is kept under lock and key, and 
is only shown to the faithful on the great holidays. 
Though shorn of much of its former wealth, Mega 
Spileon is still the richest monastic establishment in 
Greece, and owns property in Turkey and Asia Minor. 
In 1827 the monks valiantly defended their mountain 
home against a Turkish force, under Ibrahim Pasha, 
who was compelled to raise the siege. 

The aspect of the Monastery is strikingly imposing 
against the sheer mountain wall rising immediately 
behind it to a height of two hundred feet. The view 
from the windows (one hundred feet above ground) is 
magnificent, a vast landscape of mountain and forest, 
patched here and there with snow. Below the building 
descends a series of terraces, on which the monks raise 
vegetables and fruit.

AMERICAN ENTERPRISE IN RUSSIA 


The proposed establishment of an extensive loco 
motive building works at Nijni Novgorod, Russia, by 
American capitalists has been announced at Philadel 
phia. Contracts for machinery for the plant amounting 
to five hundred thousand dollars have already been 
awarded, the bulk of the orders coming to Philadelphia 
firms 

For several years the project of establishing an 
\merican locomotive plant in Russia has been under 
consideration by capitalists in this country. The firm 
of Edmund D, Smith & Co, of Philadelphia and Walter 
F. Dixon, who was formerly connected with the Rogers 
Locomotive Works, in Paterson, N. J., became inter 
ested in the matter, and as a result of their visit to 
Russia a company of American capitalists has been 
incorporated under the title of the Russian-American 
Manufacturing Company, which will build the works. 

The plant is to be built in connection with the 
Sormova Works, an extensive establishment in Nijni 
Novgorod, manufacturing cars, steamboats, steam 
boilers, etc., and employing five thousand hands, 
Engineer Dixon will have entire charge of the locomo 
tive works, which will be controlled jointly by the 
Russian and American companies. The locomotive 
plant will have a capacity of two hundred engines a 
year, and will employ one thousand hands, It is under- 
stood that the Czar’s Government has given valuable 
encouragement to the enterprise.
